A SEPARATE COLLEGE DISTRICT? 


The important and provocative topic of a separate district 
for Porterville College is on the agenda for the newly-formed 
Porterville College Patrons’ association when members of this 
group meet next Tuesday evening in the college library. 

The public is invited, and this is one meeting, and one as- 
sociation, that we the public will do well to pay some attention 
to. 

' When it was organized in 1927, Porterville le was add- 
ed to the existing Porterville Union High School district. At 
that time there was the element of defense involved, since there 
was talk of a large junior college district, probably centered at 
Visalia, and people of the Porterville community apparently did 
not want to be involved in this. 

Although there has been flurries of talk about a separate 
district for the college in subsequent years, nothing has been 
done about it; the college has gone along as part of the high 
school district, making its first major step with a separate build- 
ing on the high school campus, then, a few years back, moving 
to its own new campus coath of the city of Porterville. 

Meanwhile, in the last 30 years, the junior college movement 
has expanded tremendously throughout California, with a dual 
purpose; The providing of college prep courses and the provid- 
ing of a terminal education program. 

j Visalia to the north set up its own junior college district 
several years ago, taking in certain high school districts that 
might well have been included in a Porterville college district. 
On the south, Bakersfield has expanded and developed its junior 
college. 

In the modern pattern of education, and with greater and 
greater strain being put on all educational facilities of the state, 
the junior college in general has gained increasing importance. 


Certainly the continuance of a good junior college at Porterville: 


has many advantages to this ne bolded 

Whether the most efficient and advantageous operation of 
the college will come through continuation of its present admin- 
istrative setup as part of the high school district, or whether a 
new college district should be formed, is a question that is well 
worth exploring — exploring on a basis of facts and figures. 

That's why it is important that we the public pay some at- 
tention to, and take some interest in the program of the Porter- 

ville College Patrons’ association.

Elderly People 
Get Free License 
To Fish In State 


SACRAMENTO, May 5 — The 
State Department of Fish and 
Game says there are two' types of 
free fishing licenses for which 
elderly persons are eligible. 

Persons receiving Old Age as- 
sistance through their County 
Welfare department are issued a 
fishing license good for fishing in 
both ocean and inland waters, in- 
cluding fishing for trout. 

The other type of free license is 
given to women over 62 years of 
age and men over 65 who have 
lived in California the past five 
years and whose monthly income 
from all sources — salaries, pen- 
sions, interest, rents, etc. — is 
$140 or less. This license is valid 
only for ocean waters and the tak- 
ing of frogs. If the person wishes 
to fish inland, he must purchase 
one stamp. If he wants to fish for 
trout, two stamps must be bought.

BOB WILEY, FORMER FOOTBALL 
STAR, WILL ROPE IN ROUND-UP 


When the dust settles in the 
Rocky Hill arena, Sunday, chances 
are that one of the top money 
winners of the two day rodeo will 
be big Bob Wiley, who is prob- 
ably better known to Porterville 
sports fans for his gridiron ex- 
ploits as a member of Sid Hall’s 
Porterville college teams of 1955- 
56. 


In those days Wiley was a fleet 
200 pound fullback who on many 
occasions looked like one of the 
wild bulls you see in rodeo com- 
petition. The blonde youth had a 
jinx en C.O.S. during his gridiron 
career. As a freshman he returned 
a kickoff 96 yards in a losing ef- 
fort against the Giants. The next 
year Wiley was the driving force 
that powered the Pirates to a 33-6

If You Live

Q. 1 am 62 years old and have 
never been seriously ill. How- 
ever, my hearing is not what it 
was a few years ago. I seem 
to hear other sounds like mu- 
sical notes okay but have trou- 
ble understanding speech. Can 
this condition be helped? 
A. Saints or sinners, mice or men, 
all animals who possess hearing 
will, if they live long enough, suf- 
fer from what doctors call pres- 
bycusis (pronounced prez-bi-koo’- 
sis). As we advance in years our 
hearing becomes somewhat dulled 
and it becomes harder and harder 
to understand speech. Presbycusis 
and other expressions of aging 
can develop early or late. The tis- 
sues of the body age at different 
rates. Biologically, aging is spot- 
ty. Some parts of the body may 
be considered “old” even before 
we are born. There is not much 
that can be done to prevent or: 
cure presbycusis (difficulty in dis- 
criminating sounds) but in some 
cases a hearing aid helps. The 
only way to tell whether an aid 
would be useful is to have a com- 
pte and thorough examination 
y a doctor who specializes in 
hearing disorders, 


The doctor knows best—and that 
fis why so many doctors recom- 
mend our prescription service.

victory over the Visalians. The 
blazing fast fullback, who has 
been officially timed in the 100 
yard dash in 9.9 seconds, carried 
the ball 22 times to pick up 113 
yards and a touchdown. In an- 
other contest that same season 
Wiley averaged 41 yards per carry 
against Reedley college 


Bob Wiley looks much the same. 
His blond hair, which used to look 
like the mane of a palomino horse, 
is cut short, but he looks no older 
than his 23 years. But even in 
those college days Wiley’s first 
love was the rodeo arena. He was 
probably the only student in Por- 
terville college history who car- 
ried a saddle, boots and complete 
roping gear in the back seat of his 
car. We remember traveling to 
Visalia once with Bob to watch 
him chase a dozen calves around a 
40 acre field. He caught them 
that day, and he has caught many 
more since then. 


In February of 1957 Bob left 
his truck driving job to. become a 
full time rodeo cowboy. Since 
then he has competed as a calf 
roper in every major rodeo on the 
Pacific coast, from the Calgary 
Stampede in Canada to the Sher- 
iff’s Rodeo in the Los Angeles 
Coliseum. In 1958, at the Salinas 
Round-up, Bob took home $1,100 
in prize money. Again at Sa- 
linas in 1959 Bob won $500 on 
his last calf and then drove all 
night to the Ogden Stampede in 
Ogden, Utah, and tied his first 
calf in 10.2 seconds to set an 
arena record and win first prize 
money totaling $800. During that 
year, 1959, Wiley placed not less 
than third in 12 consecutive ro- 
deos and won $3,000. 


How does a man step from the 
gridiron to the rodeo arena with 
such success? Here’s how Wiley 
explains it. ‘‘Ropin’ don’t come 
easy. I roped every night ’til 
10:00 under the lights. Right 
now I rope, when I can, six or 
seven hours a day. It takes 10 
years to make one real good rop- 
ing year.” After three years of 
full time competition Bob has won 
the California Calf Roping cham- 
pionship; placed eighteenth na- 
tionally last year, and he is still a 
boy learning the “ropes.” 

Bob Wiley does his calf roping 
from atop his horse “Chops”. The 
horse, according to Wiley, is one 
of the best “stoppers” around, and 
cost the Porterville cowboy $2,000

California State Le alsiature 


As yet, not many Californians 
are sufficiently aware of the basic 
importance of the Delta Area to 
successful operation of the proj- 
ected statewide water system. As 
now planned, the complex net- 
work of waterways and fertile 
islands which make up the junc- 
tion of the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin rivers will be transformed 
by massive engineering into the 
‘Delta Pool’; to receive, store, and 
transmit water from the Feather 
River and associated projects to 
the southern and western parts of 
the state. 

At our recent special. session 
the Assembly adopted a resolution 


data as to estimated revenues, al- 
location of costs between various 
types of users, and the price of 
Delta water, were also reviewed. 

The Committee was informed 
that the construction of the Delta 
Pool must be integrated with that 
of other features of. the whole 
statewide system. If the project 
is authorized, and if properly co- 
ordinated arrangements can be 
worked out with local agencies 
and interests, it is anticipated 
that construction would extend 
over the 20 year period from 1962 
through 1982.
